Berlin, March 9—Freidrich Ebert, 
the German Imperial 
President, de­ 
clared in a proclamation issued yes­ 
terday that 
Germany 
w’as not in a 
position to 
use force 
to oppose the 
forceful methods of the Allies in oc­ 
cupying German territory, hut 
that 
sh#*, 
nevertheless, 
protested vigor­ 
ously against what the President de­ 
clare#! was an open violation of the 
Treaty of Peace. 
In his proclamation, addressed to 
his “fellow citizens,” President Ebert 
said: 


“Our opponents in the World War 
imposed upon 
us an 
unheard-of de­ 
m and,‘impossible of fulfilment, both 
for money and for a contract which 
even tho work of a generation would 
lot have sufficed to carry out. 


“ We must not and we cannot com­ 
ply with it. 
Our honor and self-re- 
spect forbid it. 


“With an open breach of the Peace 
Treaty at Versailles, our opponents 
are advancing to the 
occupation of 
more German territory. 
“ We, however, ar#* not in a position 
to oppose force with force. 
We are 
defenseless.”
